RCMP Accident- 
Report- For 1960 

Fr<m January l to December 31, 
1960, 203 fatal accidents in which 
268 people were killed were investl-* 
gated by the RCMP in Alberta. 
This is a considerable Increase over 

1959 when 223 people were killed in 
147 accidents. In addition to the 
number of persons killed, a large 
number were seriously injured, some 
being maimed for life. 

Additional to the fatal accidents 
8,182 non-fatal accidents occurred 
inflicting great property loss and 
much serious injury. This is an in¬ 
crease of 2512 accidents over 1959. 

Of the fatal accidents, 94 involved 
only one car, this being an increase 
of 22 oyer last year. This type of 
accident consistently causes more 
deatlis than any other and it is 
considered that all of them are 
easily preventable with proper care 
on the part of the operator. In 
short, more people are killing them¬ 
selves and their assengers by their 
own bad driving habits than from 
any other cause. 

Vehicle-train accidents are still 
showing an increase rising from 6 
in 1959 to 10 in 1’60. The number 
of persons killed increased 400 per 
cent from 6 to 31. Pedestrians were 
killed in 24 accidents compared 
with 15 in 1959. There were 40 head- 
on collisions compared with 30 — 
20 near-fatal rear-end collisions 
compared with 19 and 6 persons 
operating farm tractors on the high¬ 
way were killed compared with 5 in 

1959. 

The problem of "Driving While 
Under Suspension’ is increasing to 
a serious point with 54S cases in 

1960 compared with 512 in 1959. 
‘Impaired Driving’ cases decreas¬ 
ed In 1960 to 670 cases compared to 
710 in 1959, while ‘Drunken Driv¬ 
ing’ remained static at 60 cases each 
year. Ten drivers were charged with 
‘Motor Manslaughter’, an increase 
of 4 over 1959. 

Liquor wa3 involved in one way 
or another in 58 of the fatal acci¬ 
dents, and 114 of these occurred In 
daylight hiSjfe while 89 occurred 
in the dark hours. Thirty-one prose¬ 
cutions were entered in respect to 
the fatal accidents. 

There were 156 persons charged 
with failing to remain at the scene 
of an accident and criminal negli¬ 
gence compared with 172 in 1959. 

The most dangerous hours in 
which the preponderance of acci¬ 
dents occur are between 3 p.m. and 
1 am., reaching a peak between 6 
pm. and 7 pm. However, all these 
hours show double the number of 
aocidents when compared with be¬ 
tween 1 am. and 3 p.m. 

While vehicle registration has in¬ 
creased from 453,613 to 476,229, in 

1960, the accident record Is pro¬ 
portionately higher than registra¬ 
tion increase. It was recorded de¬ 
spite an Increase in Highway Pa¬ 
trol personnel, additional patrols by 
all police staff, increased police 
equipment, and around the cities, 
24-hour patrols. In 1960 our High¬ 
way Patrols covered a total of 2,- 
250,000 miles. 

It is obvious that the police alone 
cannot stop this carnage on the 
highways and that the assistance of 
every citizen is required if they 
wish to help save their cars, their 
own lives and those of their families. 

No ‘warnings’ will be issued for 
'moving violations’ of the V. and 
H. T. Act in future and all police 
patrols will continue to enforce the 
Act vigorously.

Wage Cut For All? 

Recently a newspaper editor wrote 
about an odd conversation he over¬ 
heard in a coffee shop. 

According to the account, a com¬ 
mercial traveller announced that hi 
would like to take a pay cut—pro¬ 
vided everyone in Canada, from the 
Prime Minister down, did the same 
thing. 

Though it is unlikely to happen, 
the Idea Is intriguing. The sales¬ 
man obviously thought that he 
would be much better off If he took 
less pay. along with everyorie else, 
because the results would be help¬ 
ful. 

The first result would be a lower¬ 
ing of prices. The largest factor In 
the price of virtually everything Is 
the payroll required to produce It. 

The second result would be an 
Increase In the sale of Canadian 
products wherever they compete 
with foreign products. At the mo¬ 
ment, most foreign products are 
priced lower than our own because 
foreign manufacturers have lower 
payrolls to meet and more favor¬ 
able tax rates. 

The third result, the salesman fig¬ 
ured, would be more Jobe. 

If Canadian merchandise began 
to win back foreign markets and 
regain the domestic market, busi¬ 
ness would hum again and every¬ 
one would be able to get a Job. 

The salesman, apparently, was 
able to outline a host of other bene¬ 
fits. The pensioners would find that 
their dollars would Keep them In 
reasonable comfort instead of, as 
now, in mere subsistence. 

The government, of course would 
benefit too — because more of us 
would be paying Income taxes, the 
unemployment insurance fund would 
be secure again, and there would 
be a renewed confidence and vi¬ 
tality in the entire economic struc¬ 
ture. 

Today some of us are taking cuts 
whether we want to or not. The 
process the salesman talks about is 
taking place wherever Individuals 
are unable to hold monopoly pow¬ 
er. Labor union leaders are able to 
get Increases for the men at work, 
but the unemployed become more 
numerous and suffer more. 

Farmers are taking a cut; writers, 
as I know full well, are taking a 
cut; business, in many cases, is not. 
only taking a cut — It is suffer¬ 
ing disastrous losses. The govern¬ 
ment, however, is not forced to take 
a cut because it is able to practice 
deficit financing, but all of us will 
h; ve to pay for the deficits sooner 
or later. 

The flaw In the salesman’s argu¬ 
ment is that there are monopolies, 
and the labor union leaders con¬ 
trol one of the biggest monopo¬ 
lies of all. They do not have to take 
a cut; they may even demand and 
get increased wage rates — until 
everything falls to the ground like 
a house of cards! 

Then they will blame it all on 
government or on business.

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Calgary Power Has Served 
Alberta For Fifty Years 


The Brazeau River site is being 
developed for its storage potential. 
Calgary Power is engineering and 
constructing the dam and water- 
control facilities on behalf of the 
government of Alberta in order to 
alleviate, as soon as possible, the 
water pollution problem on the 
North Saskatchewan River. 

Some water will be available to 
increase the low water flow in the 
North Saskatchewan next winter, 
and a full reservoir of 275,000 acre 
feet will be available for the fol¬ 
lowing winter of 1962-63. 

An electrical generating plant 
will be added to the Brazeau devel¬ 
opment when the growth in electric 
load in the province warrants it — 
probably in three or four years' 
time. 

Transmission lines owned by the 
company link all the major cities 
and generating plants in the prov¬ 
ince. It now owns and operates 
over 8400 miles of transmission and 
distribution lines. In, addition, al¬ 
most 24,000 miles of line, owned 
by Alberta farmers have been con¬ 
structed by the company through 
its subsidiary, Farm Electric Servi¬ 
ces Ltd. 

Over 85 per cent of Alberta’s in¬ 
habited farms are now electrified 
and Calgary Power supplies 70 per 
cent of these farms. Last year, 
service was extended to 2,000 farms, 
bringing the total connected by the 
company to 37,000. 

By the end of 1960, over 430 towns, 
villages and hamlets in Alberta were 
being served by the company. These 
are located from the International 
boundary in the south to over 100 
tr.i.n i.-th of Edmonton and from 
:lie Saskatchewan border on the 


vast to Hinton on the west. 

Service to the oil industry con¬ 
tinued to grow during 1960, as at 
the year end the company was serv¬ 
ing over 30 oil and gas fields. Ser¬ 
vice in these fields included over 
4,0(0 oil well pumps. Electric en¬ 
ergy supplied to the oil industry 
dui ,ng the year totalled 255,000,000 
kil< watt hours, an increase of 17 
per cent over 1959. 

Luring i960, the company spent 
over 12 million dollars on the ex¬ 
pansion of generating plant and 
trarsmission and distribution fa¬ 
cilities. This brings the total in- 
ves ment by the company in util¬ 
ity riant to some 144 million dollars 
at the year end. 

The demand for electric service 
con'inued strong in 1960 despite a 
drop in residential construction in 
the province. Industry continued to 
establish and expand in Alberta, 
based on a growing market in west¬ 
ern Canada and low cost energy 
and raw materials. 

It is expected that in 1961 the 
province’s electric load will con¬ 
tinue to increase although at a 
somewhat lower rate than has oc¬ 
curred over the past ten years.
